of children in certain care at certain times, and there shall be a limit on the 7 

number of children under a specified age and an adult to child ratio that comply 8 

with certain regulations; making certain requirements of law that apply to 9 

family child care homes applicable to large family child care homes; repealing a 10 

certain provision of law that authorizes child care centers of a certain size; 11 

authorizing certain grants to certain child care homes under certain 12 

circumstances; requiring the Department to adopt certain regulations on or 13 

before a certain date; making certain stylistic changes; defining certain terms 14 

altering certain definitions; requiring the publisher of the Annotated Code to 15 

make certain changes to the Code; providing for a delayed effective date for 16 

certain provisions of this Act; and generally relating to family child care and 17 

large family child care homes.

the age of 13 years or to any developmentally disabled person under the age of 21 29 

years, in place of parental care for less than 24 hours a day, in a residence other than 30 

the child’s residence, for which the [day] CHILD care provider is paid. 31 
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 [(f)] (E) “Family [day] CHILD care home” means a residence in which 1 

family [day] CHILD care is provided FOR UP TO 8 CHILDREN. 2 

 

 [(g)] (F) “Foster care” means continuous 24–hour care and supportive 3 

services provided for a minor child placed by a child placement agency in an approved 4 

family home. 5 

 

 [(h)] (G) “Group care” means continuous 24–hour care and supportive 6 

services provided for a minor child placed in a licensed group facility. 7 

 

 [(i)] (H) “Kinship care” means continuous 24–hour care and supportive 8 

services provided for a minor child placed by a child placement agency in the home of a 9 

relative related by blood or marriage within the 5th degree of consanguinity or affinity 10 

under the civil law rule. 11 

 

 (I) “LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME” MEANS A RESIDENCE IN WHICH 12 

FAMILY CHILD CARE IS PROVIDED FOR AT LEAST 9 BUT NOT MORE THAN 12 13 

CHILDREN. 14 

 

 (j) (1) “License” means a license issued by the Administration under this 15 

subtitle. 16 

 

  (2) “License” includes: 17 

 

   (i) a child placement agency license; 18 

 

   (ii) a child care home license; 19 

 

   (iii) a child care institution license; and 20 

 

   (iv) a residential educational facility license. 21 

 

 (k) “Local board” means a local citizen board of review for children in  22 

out–of–home care. 23 

 

 (l) “Out–of–home care” means: 24 

 

  (1) out–of–home placement; and 25 

 

  (2) the monitoring of and services provided to a child in aftercare 26 

following a child’s out–of–home placement. 27 

 

 (m) “Out–of–home placement” means placement of a child into foster care, 28 

kinship care, group care, or residential treatment care. 29 

 

 (n) “Residential educational facility” means: 30

  (4) has not received the care of the child from a child placement 26 

agency licensed by the Administration or by a local department. 27 

 

 (r) “Voluntary placement agreement” means a binding, written agreement 28 

voluntarily entered into between a local department and the parent or legal guardian 29 

of a minor child that specifies, at a minimum, the legal status of the child and the 30 
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rights and obligations of the parent or legal guardian, the child, and the local 1 

department while the child is in placement. 2

  (1) protect the health, safety, and welfare of children while they are in 23 

family [day] CHILD care; 24

  (3) provide basic technical assistance and child care information to 27 

[day] CHILD care providers; and 28

meets the requirements set by the Department, is issued to the provider before the 27 

end of the initial registration period; and 28 

 

   (ii) once issued, remains in effect until surrendered, suspended, 29 

revoked, or replaced by a conditional registration; 30 

 

  (5) reporting of any changed circumstances that relate to the 31 

requirements, by the [day] CHILD care provider, at the time the change occurs; 32 
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  (6) an orientation to be provided to prospective [day] CHILD care 1 

providers by the Department before initial registration; 2 

 

  (7) announced inspection by the Department of each registered family 3 

[day] CHILD care home AND LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME prior to issuance of 4 

an initial or continuing registration to determine whether applicable requirements are 5 

being met; 6 

 

  (8) unannounced inspection by the Department of each registered 7 

family [day] CHILD care home AND LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME at least once 8 

during each 12–month period that an initial or continuing registration is in effect to 9 

determine whether safe and appropriate child care is being provided; 10 

 

  (9) procedures to be followed by the Department in response to a 11 

complaint about a family [day] CHILD care home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE 12 

HOME; 13 

 

  (10) a requirement that a person who advertises a family [day] CHILD 14 

care home, LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME, or family [day] CHILD care service 15 

shall: 16 

 

   (i) indicate in the advertisement that the family [day] CHILD 17 

care home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME is registered; and 18 

 

   (ii) display in the advertisement the registration number issued 19 

to the family [day] CHILD care home, LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME, or family 20 

day CHILD care service by the Department; 21 

 

  (11) a requirement that each registered [day] CHILD care provider 22 

shall hold a current certificate indicating successful completion of approved: 23 

 

   (i) basic first aid training through the American Red Cross or 24 

through a program with equivalent standards; and 25 

 

   (ii) cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) training through the 26 

American Heart Association or through a program with equivalent standards 27 

appropriate for the ages of children for whom care is provided in the family [day] 28 

CHILD care home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME; and 29 

 

  (12) (i) a requirement that a family [day] CHILD care home OR 30 

LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME that receives notice of a contaminated drinking 31 

water supply from the family [day] CHILD care home’s OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD 32 

CARE HOME’S supplier of water, in accordance with § 9–410 of the Environment 33 

Article or otherwise, send notice of the drinking water contamination to the parent or 34 
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legal guardian of each child attending the family [day] CHILD care home OR LARGE 1 

FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME; and 2 

 

   (ii) a requirement that the notice sent by the family [day] 3 

CHILD care home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME shall: 4 

 

    1. be sent within 10 business days after receipt of the 5 

notice of contamination from the family [day] CHILD care home’s OR LARGE FAMILY 6 

CHILD CARE HOME’S water supplier; 7 

 

    2. be in writing; 8 

 

    3. identify the contaminants and their levels in the 9 

family [day] CHILD care home’s OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME’S water 10 

supply; and 11 

 

    4. describe the family [day] CHILD care home’s OR 12 

LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME’S plan for dealing with the water contamination 13 

problem until the family [day] CHILD care home’s OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE 14 

HOME’S water is determined by the appropriate authority to be safe for consumption. 15 

 

 (d) The Department shall adopt regulations that: 16 

 

  (1) require a family [day] CHILD care provider to have a written 17 

emergency preparedness plan for emergency situations that require evacuation, 18 

sheltering in place, or other protection of children such as in the event of fire, natural 19 

disaster, or other threatening situation that may pose a health or safety hazard to the 20 

children in the family [day] CHILD care home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE 21 

HOME; 22 

 

  (2) require the plan under item (1) of this subsection to include: 23 

 

   (i) a designated relocation site and evacuation route; 24 

 

   (ii) procedures for notifying parents or other adults responsible 25 

for the child of the relocation; 26 

 

   (iii) procedures to address the needs of individual children 27 

including children with special needs; 28 

 

   (iv) procedures for the reassignment of staff duties during an 29 

emergency, as appropriate; and 30 

 

   (v) procedures for communicating with local emergency 31 

management officials or other appropriate State or local authorities; and 32 
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  (3) require a family [day] CHILD care provider to train staff and 1 

ensure that staff are familiar with the plan. 2

 (a) Except as otherwise provided in this section, a family [day] CHILD care 4 

home OR LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME may not operate unless it is registered. 5 

 

 (b) A family [day] CHILD care home is not required to be registered if the 6 

[day] CHILD care provider: 7 

 

  (1) is related to each child by blood or marriage; 8 

 

  (2) is a friend of each child’s parents or legal guardian and the care is 9 

provided on an occasional basis; or 10

   (I) THERE MAY NOT BE MORE THAN 12 CHILDREN IN CARE 7 

AT ANY GIVEN TIME; AND 8 

 

   (II) THERE SHALL BE A LIMIT ON THE NUMBER OF 9 

CHILDREN UNDER THE AGE OF 2 YEARS AND AN ADULT TO CHILD RATIO THAT 10 

COMPLY WITH REGULATIONS ADOPTED BY THE DEPARTMENT UNDER § 5–551 11 

OF THIS PART V OF THIS SUBTITLE.  12 

 

 (c) If the Department determines that the group size provisions of subsection 13 

(b) of this section are unsuitable for a particular family [day] CHILD care home OR 14 

LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME, the Department may decrease the number of 15 

children permitted to be in care at that family [day] CHILD care home OR LARGE 16 

FAMILY CHILD CARE HOME. 17

 (a) A registration under this Part V of this subtitle may be revoked, a [day] 19 

CHILD care provider may appeal from the revocation, and the operation of an 20 

unregistered family [day] CHILD care home may be enjoined. 21

 (a) The State Superintendent or other authorized official or employee of the 23 

Department may apply to a judge of the District Court or a circuit court for an 24 

administrative search warrant to enter any unregistered family [day] CHILD care 25 

home to conduct any inspection required or authorized by law to determine compliance 26 

with the provisions of this subtitle relating to family [day] CHILD care homes.

 (e) (1) An administrative search warrant issued under this section 14 

authorizes the State Superintendent and other officials or employees of the State 15 

Department of Education or the Department of Human Resources to enter the 16 

specified property to perform the inspection and other functions authorized by law to 17 

determine compliance with the provisions of this subtitle relating to family [day] 18 

CHILD care homes AND LARGE FAMILY CHILD CARE HOMES. 19

 (a) The Department shall prepare and, as needed, update an informational 21 

pamphlet for parents of children in family [day] CHILD care. 22 

 

 (b) The pamphlet shall contain: 23

providers for distribution to parents. 26

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  (6)] carry out otherwise the purposes and requirements of this Part VII 1 

of this subtitle, including imposition of intermediate sanctions to ensure compliance; 2 

 

  [(7)] (6) prohibit a child from remaining at a child care center for 3 

more than 14 hours in 1 day unless the Department issues an exception for that child 4 

based on guidelines set by the State Superintendent; 5 

 

  [(8)] (7) (i) require that a child care center have in attendance at 6 

all times at least 1 individual who is responsible for supervision of children, including 7 

children on field trips, and who holds a current certificate indicating successful 8 

completion of approved: 9 

 

    1. basic first aid training through the American Red 10 

Cross or through a program with equivalent standards; and 11 

 

    2. cardiopulmonary resuscitation (CPR) training 12 

through the American Heart Association or through a program with equivalent 13 

standards appropriate for the ages of children for whom care is provided in the child 14 

care center; and 15 

 

   (ii) require that a child care center serving more than 20 16 

children have in attendance certificate holders described in item (i) of this item in a 17 

ratio of at least 1 certificate holder for every 20 children; 18 

 

  [(9)] (8) (i) require that a child care center that receives notice of 19 

a contaminated drinking water supply from the child care center’s supplier of water, in 20 

accordance with § 9–410 of the Environment Article or otherwise, send notice of the 21 

drinking water contamination to the parent or legal guardian of each child attending 22 

the child care center; and 23 

 

   (ii) require that the notice sent by the child care center shall: 24 

 

    1. be sent within 10 business days after receipt of the 25 

notice of contamination from the child care center’s water supplier; 26 

 

    2. be in writing; 27 

 

    3. identify the contaminants and their levels in the 28 

center’s water supply; and 29 

 

    4. describe the child care center’s plan for dealing with 30 

the water contamination problem until the child care center’s water is determined by 31 

the appropriate authority to be safe for consumption; 32 

 

  [(10)] (9) (i) require a child care center to have a written 33 

emergency preparedness plan for emergency situations that require evacuation, 34 

sheltering in place, or other protection of children, such as in the event of fire, natural 35 
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disaster, or other threatening situation that may pose a health or safety hazard to the 1 

children in the child care center; 2 

 

   (ii) require the plan under item (i) of this item to include: 3 

 

    1. a designated relocation site and evacuation route; 4 

 

    2. procedures for notifying parents or other adults 5 

responsible for the child of the relocation; 6 

 

    3. procedures to address the needs of individual 7 

children, including children with special needs; 8 

 

    4. procedures for the reassignment of staff duties during 9 

an emergency, as appropriate; and 10 

 

    5. procedures for communicating with local emergency 11 

management officials or other appropriate State or local authorities; and 12 

 

   (iii) require a child care center to train staff and ensure that 13 

staff are familiar with the plan; and 14 

 

  [(11)] (10) require a child care center to have window coverings in 15 

accordance with § 5–505 of this subtitle. 16

  (5) a pediatrician with an interest and expertise in [day] CHILD care 19 

issues, appointed by the State Superintendent; 20

2012, the State Department of Education shall adopt regulations that relate to the 24 

registration of large family child care homes, as required under § 5–551(a) of the 25 

Family Law Article, as enacted by Section 1 of this Act.  26 

 

 SECTION 2. 3. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the publisher of the 27 

Annotated Code, in consultation with and subject to the approval of the Department of 28 

Legislative Services, shall change any reference references to “family day care” to be 29 

“family child care”, “family day care home” to be “family child care home”, and “day 30 

care provider” to be “child care provider”, throughout the Annotated Code. These 31 
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changes are intended by the General Assembly to be nonsubstantive changes that are 1 

consistent with the intent of this Act. 2 

 

 SECTION 4. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That Sections 1 and 3 of this 3 

Act shall take effect January 1, 2012.  4 

 

 SECTION 3. 5. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That, except as provided in 5
